Absolute deter- 
orialion to such a course is consid- 
ered useless as the fate of Germany 
would be worse through refusal to 
sign than signing." 


Foreign Minister Brockdorff ar- 


rived here from Versailles yester- 
day. He refused to make any com- 
ment- on 
the allied reply to the 


count'* proposals. 


Some troops reached this city 


during the night to guard against 
any possible outbreak. 


Germany fears the consequence of 


rejecting rhe revised peace treaty. 
This altitude was apparent in gov- 
ernment circles here today.

abated one whit following receipt 
'of official summarization of the re- 
vised terms from Versallies by tele- 
phone and telegraph.

Rush county farmers are warned 


bv the northern part of the state to 
prepare to fight the hordes of army 
worms that are raiding the, conn- 
ties north of Rush. Henry county 
farmers are out in force in an effort 
to check their advance. If is thought 
that they will be in Rush 
before 


many hours have passed. 


The army worm is coming in bat- 


tle array. They are well named for 
they take a straight course, having 
their commanders as in the regular 
armies. They are described as those 
grey, uniformed hordes that tramp- 
led the countries of Belgium and 
France under their iron heels. These 
worms take everything in their path. 
A 'fanner of this county said this 
morning that while passing through 
the northern part of the s'tate a few- 
days ago he saw field after field 
without a stalk of corn on the 
ground. They are considered to be 
one of the worst pests that 
ever 


were known to strike the state of 
[ndiana. 


One field of corn south of the city 


is said to have been eaten- by some- 
thing for there is not enough corn 
on the eighty-acre .field to average ^ 
bahel-to thev acre.- It is not known- 
what destroyed this corn. It is not 
thought, however, that it was the 
army worm for they have not as yet 
reached this section. 


Many farmers this morning were 


getting -worried and were learning 
plans whereby the worms may be 
destroyed in case they reach this 
section of the county. 
Since 
the 


worms travel in a straight course, 
the best method of destruction for 
them, it is said, is to plow in their 
pnth. The 'furrow must he deep in 
order for them not to crawl out the 
opposite side. The method of kill- 
ing them is to drag a log through 
this furrow each evening and mash
